In the Statistical Report can be seen the names 
of the teachers and their wages per month, includ- 
ing board, the number of weeks taught, and the 
number of scholars who have attended two or more 
weeks. In speaking of the teachers and their suc- 
cess In the several schools it would be a great pleas- 
ure to be able to report alJl as giving faithful and 
intelligent instruction; but truth requires me to say 
that there have been a few failures in both respects. 
I would urge upon committees still greater care in 
the employing of teachers. These failures, however 
are the exception, and not the rule; and those teach- 
ers who have been earnest and successful I shall be 
happy to assist to situations by recommending to 
committees when requested to do so; trusting that 
this will better than to designate them by name 
here. Others who have come short in discipline 
and instruction I desire to spare any public mention 
by name, hoping that better success will attend 
their efforts in the future. I wish to call attention 
to the few scholars in the Cole and Georgeville dis- 
tricts and ask if there cannot be some arrangement 
made by which the children of these districts can be 
provided with better advantages for an education, 
by union with other districts.
